His Lordablp the Cnitcf Jasifca Ste J. W. Car- 
tington, Kt, C.M.G,, t--dey daltvered jadgment 
In tho action brought by Messy, D, Gubbay, A 
J Raymond and A. J, David, on- behalf of the 
Tewlsh community, against the Hoo. E. R. Bell. 
lios, in regard to land alleged to have been pas- 
chased by defendant for a site fora Synagogue. 
‘The object of tho'sait was to have {t declared 
that “defendant parchesed [sland Lot 1381 asa 
trustee for and on bebalf of plaintlits and the 
other members of tha Jewish Community of 
Hongkong and that he‘now holds the same in 
trast for the plalntlfsand the Jewlsh community 
subject to the payment by them to him of the 
amount pald for the purchase thereof and the 
Interest thereon.” There wasa very large at- 
tendance at the court during the delivery af the 
Judgment, which occupled from ro sm, Ulla few 
minutes alternoon, The Judgment, with the cor. 
reapon dence, filled 74 closely written sheets of 
foolscap. ae 

His Lordship Grst of all dealt with the objec- 
tlon ralsed by Mr. Pollock that the plaintiffs had 
no atthority ta sue on bebalf of the fewish 
community, and alter commenting on. the 
circumstances he sald be held that the objectlon 
could not prevail, Referring to the evidence, 
His Lordship safd that {t was, both orally and 
‘documentary, voluminous, and In a considerable 
number of Instances there wss x conflict of 
statement between witnesses on either side, 
althoagh aga whole such corfilct was confined 
to matters of minor Importance. He would 
not analyre the evidence but merely state facts 
ashe found them alter carefully considering the 
statements of ‘both stdes, He did not belleve 
that any’ wliness on cither aide had wiifally 
endeavoured to mislead the Court, although, 
no doubt, some of them had made mistakes of 
fact, Asa general observation he thopght the 
evidence of the witnesses for tho defenca was 
more confident wod precise than thet of the 
‘witnesses for the plalniffs, the memory of some
